I am one of many millions upon millions of 
tax-paying citizens who has become fed up with 
the money changers in Washington, D.C, 

I have studied this situation, discussed it with 
many honest, intelligent hard-core business men 
and economists, listened to their views on the 
subject; and by their sound reasoning and logic, 
I have been brought to the solid conviction that 
the root of all our evils is the 16th Amendment 
to our Constitution—the Federal Income Tax. 

The money the 16th Amendment allows the 
Federal Government to take from us-is the-most_ 
unimportant evil of this whole un-moral, im- 
moral Income Tax Law. Altho it is wrecking us 
financially, far more evil is the police power it 
holds over our heads, the dictatorship it is so 
rapidly spawning in Washington, D.C., and the 
destruction of our States’ Rights form of 
Government. 

Our first American Revolution (the 1776 one, 
the Revolution which created the United States) 
was brought about, as we all know, by the in- 
sistance of England on taxing the American 
Colonists to pay for the expenses of quartering 
defense troops in the Colonies, and to pay the 
expenses of royal Governors the Americans had 
no voice in selecting. But the Americans of those 
early days had some intestinal fortitude—they 
rallied against unfair’ taxation. They believed 
the monies taxed from the Colonists should be 
spent by the Colonists, themselves. 

They were sure they could defend themselves 
and so demonstrated. When the revolution was 
over and a success, the 13 Colonies formed a 
Union of Independent Governments, or Sovereign 
States, or a United States, and adopted a 
Constitution (tailor-made for such Americans as 
you and me, by such Americans as Washington, 
Jefferson, Madison, Franklin, Adams, Monroe)—a 
Constitution which upheld the sovereignty of 
these individual states, and specified and limited 
meticulously, the power and control of a Central 
or Federal Government over these Sovereign 
States, or individual Governments. 

Because each State is in itself a Sovereign 
State or individual Government, with powerful 
individual rights within its borders—different 
from the other States that comprise our Union— 
this form of Government is known as our States’ 
Rights form of Government. 

Under our original Constitution (or States’ 
Rights form of Government) the individual 
state collected the taxes, other than those 
specified by the Constitution, and spent the 
money of its citizens. Then, if one didn’t like the 
way his state was taxing him, he could always 
move to another state. This created a healthy 
competition between the States for low taxation. 

The Federal Government collected its excise 
(better known as sales taxes), imports, etc., 
but it had no authority to levy a direct tax on 
earnings, savings or inheritances of the citizens 
of the Sovereign States, or Governments of the 


Union. 
Some good citizens seem to think the Federal 
Income Tax Law is part of our original Constitu-, 


tion. So just to refresh your thinking: The first 
Federal Income Tax, Law .was passed. by, an Act 
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of Congress in 1862. And repealed by an Act of 
Congress in 1872. 

A second Federal Income Tax Law was 
passed by Congress in 1894 and that same year— 
1894—the Supreme Court declared the Federal 
Income Tax Law unconstitutional! 

So, if anyone should tell you the Federal 
Income Tax Law can’t be repealed, just for their 
edification, tell them that the Federal Income 
Tax Law has already been Repealed by the 
Congress of the United States once. And has 
already been declared unconstitutional by our 
Supreme Court. 

It was our forefathers who built this glorious 
nation spreading from ocean to ocean. It was 
they who covered it with railroads, towns, 
factories, farms, libraries, schools and municipal 
parks. They had the capital to do all this be- 
cause they could keep their savings and in- 
heritances. The Federal Government didn’t have 
a thing to do with it. 

The peddler invested and _ re-invested his 
savings until the original pack on his back be- 
came a department store. The blacksmith be- 
came a carriage maker, his son an automobile 
manufacturer. And the ferry boat captain a 
builder of steamships. And that’s how we grew 
and prospered for 137 years to become the 
strongest nation in the world under our States’ 
Rights form of government, the greatest heritage 
of freedom ever to fall to a people in history. 

But, a second revolution took place in 1913, 
when Mr. Cordell Hull’s Federal Income Tax 
bill became the 16th Amendment to our Constitu- 
tion, a feat of which Mr. Hull was very proud, 
as you may read in his book on the subject. 

The 16th Amendment was not heralded as a 
revolution and ouly a few realized it would 
come to that. But, the fact is, as events have 
proved, that when the Federal Government got 
the unlimited power to confiscate or tax the 


,earnings, savings and inheritances, of the citizens, 


of the individual Sovereign States, it was put in 
the position; to confiscate, the Sovereignty of 


these States, and that, under our States’ Rights 
form of Government, is revolutionary. 

Here is the 16th Amendment to our Constitu- 
tion—the Federal Income Tax Law: “The Con- 
gress shall have the power to levy and ‘collect 
taxes on incomes, from whatever source derived 
without apportionment among the several States, 
and without regard to any census or enumera- 
tion.” 

And that’s all there is. Because of the way in 
which this Amendment is written, because there 
is neither definition nor limitation to this 16th 
Amendment, the House of Representatives Ways 
and Means Committee in Washington, must, 
according to the so-called needs of our country, 
write this law anew each year, with the result 
that this original Federal Income Tax Law of 
31 words has now become a law of over 400,000 


words. 
LEGALIZED THIEVERY 

To come to the point, the Federal Income Tax 
is legalized theivery. It declares you have no 
right to enjoy your earnings, savings or in- 
heritance. The Federal Government says it has 
a first claim on everything you earn, no matter 
how you earn it. And what you have left is 
graciously and considerately allowed you. 

In fact, whether you earn your money, or 
come by it by stealing, gambling, racketeering, 
or any of the unethical, illicit ways in which 
certain ladies and gentlemen come by their 
money, the Federal Government says you are 
second. It must get its share of the loot first. 

I don’t know how you were raised, but I 
came up the “Hard Way.” I never had the 
privilege of going to college. My father passed 
on when I was very young. So, I was never sent 
to school after I was thirteen years old, 
I’m an eighth grade graduate. I earned my first 
dollar when I was fifteen years old. I had the 
choice of either working or starving. I have 
earned my living ever since and I’m still earning 
it. 

It’s been a good living. I’ve never had to 
resort to government handouts. And because 
of my experience, I believe every man and 
woman should have the privilege of earning his 
or her own living and keeping what they earn, 
without being robbed of honest wages. And that’s 
what we are being robbed of today, by Federal 
Income Taxes. 

The personal Federal Income Tax for last 
year, paid by individuals (that has nothing to do 
with corporations or state laws) was approxi- 
mately 33 billions of dollars. A breakdown of 
the tax collection for last year, shows, according 
to the Treasury Report, that the lowest income 
tax group, those making from $1200 to $20,000 a 
year, paid 70% or 23 billions of the 33 billions 
of dollars collected by the Federal Government, 
and the three highest groups, those from $20,000 
a year up (including the millionaires and the 
multi-millionaires) paid only 30% or 10 billions 
of the 33 billions collected by the Federal 
Government. 

So you see, this origina] Federal Income Tax 
Law, which started out as a “soak the rich” 
measure, now falls most heavily on those least 
able to bear the burden.

We think “IT CAN’T HAPPEN HERE?” A 
quote from an article written for the Atlantic 
Monthly in May, 1943, by Dr. James B. Conant, 
former President of: Harvard, who is. now our 
Ambassador to West Germany. 

In his article entitled, “Wanted — American 
Radicals”, Dr. Conant advocates, among other 
things (and this is taken from sworn testimony 
of Flynn) quote; “Government confiscation of all 
property once a generation.” Unquote, ° 

“Creeping socialists recruited from among the 
American intelligentsia have been used with 
great effectiveness to further their efforts to 
take over the United States.” 

This. charge was made before the Senate 
Internal Security sub-Committee by J. Anthony

DEBTOR’S PRISON FOR YOU 


And now let me point out the worst evil of 
this entire Federal Income Tax Law. Which is 
this: If we, you and I, citizens of the United 
States, fail, for any reason whatever, to pay our 
Federal Income Tax—we can be sent to jail. 

Here are only a few such cases. There are 
many, many of them. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 30th, 1952 — AP — A 55-year 
old woman, Mrs. Irene B. Whetstone was com- 
mitted to jail. Mrs. Whetstone refused to pay 
$1,400 of her taxes because she contends the 
United States Constitution does not require pay- 
ments of taxes to support foreign governments, 

If Mrs. Whetstone is right, and our Constitu- 
tion, as you know, provides that we shall not 
be taxed to ‘support Foreign Governments, then 
Mrs. Whetstone should not be putin jail. If 
Mrs. Whetstone is wrong, and we can, now, be 
taxed to support Foreign Governments—then, 
we have no Constitution. 

“I would rather commit my own self to jail,” 
said Federal Judge J. Sam Perry, who conducted 
the case, “but I have no alternative.” 

For the sake of argument, say the woman 
refused to pay her income tax. Let them sue 
her, attach her bank account, take her property 
as they took Mr. Schilling’s home, but don’t let 
the Federal Government put a 55-year-old wom- 
an in jail for $1,400. 

In Seattle, Washington, Judge George Boldt, 
fined Amador A. Seigas $10,000: plus five years 
in prison. . e? ; 

James J. Moran of Brooklyn, N. Y; former 
first deputy Fire Commissioner, was accused of 
tax evasion. and his sentence. by Judge Robert A. 
‘Inch, was a fine of $22,500 and 2 years in jail. 

So this 16th Amendment, the Federal Income 
Tax, has brought us back to the days of the 
Debtor’s Prison. 

That is unless, of course, you happen to be 
some very special person. I would like to quote 
from an article by Mr. T. Coleman Andrews, 
—— in the American Weekly of*April 22nd, 
Mr. Andrews was appointed: by President 
Eisenhower as Chief of. the Federal Internal 
Revenue Bureau when President Eisenhower first 
took office in 1953. In. Nevember of 1955, Mr. 
Andrews resigned as Head of the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau. 

In his article entitled, “LET’S ABOLISH THE 
INCOME TAX”, Mr. Andrews said, “a certain 
Representative in Congress, when: he found him- 
self confronted by a substantial proposed de- 
ficiency assessment from which there was no 
other. escape, got himself relieved by. a bill ap- 
plying only. to his particular. case. And estab- 
lished something of a record for the passage of 
a bill pertaining to revenue by putting it through 
the House and Senate in the remarkable space 
of 4 days, including a Saturday and a Sunday. 
What’s even more remarkable, this bill went 
through the House without the’ customary hear- 
ing by the House Ways and Means Committee. 
The record indicates that it was considered by 
the Senate Finance Committee. Because of the 
private nature of it, it became, when signed, a 
‘private law.’ 

“Believe it or not, that happened only last 
year, and it came as near to making suckers 
out of all the rest of us as any piece of tax 
legislation Congress has ever enacted. No need 
08 Ene folks; ordinary citizens just can’t get 
relief.” 

This Representative has been identified as 
Representative Clarence Cannon (D) of Missouri. 
His Republican friend, also of Missouri, Rep. 
Curtis, introduced this “Private Bill”. What 
makes this almost unbelievable is that Rep. 
Cannon is Chairman of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives—the 
committee that passes on the spending of all 
money by the Federal Government. 

It’s bad enough to find that one member of 
the United States Congress has used his position 
to ease the burden of his personal taxes, while. 
we pay through the nose. But what of those 
other members of the United States Congress 
who voted for private bill No. 490 without rais- 
ing one voice of protest? 

an fing this pjll on Senate Calendar 
No. It; mn August, 1955, but the 
bill. reads:' “This bill is effective with respect to 








taxable years beginning after 1949.” 

Surely you can’t close your eyes to the fact 
that a law which permits this sort of thing is 
- evil and must be repealed. 


BILLIONS FOR DEFENSE (?) 


And now the $64,000 question: “How can we 
finance our defense program without the Federal 
Income Tax?” We've been sold a bill of goods 
on defense, and very briefly I am going to show 
you how your tax money and mine is being 
squandered on everything and anything but 
defense. 

WASHINGON, May 18th, 1955 INS — The 
Senate Investigating sub-Committee found that a 
‘Chicago.man who had néither a plant nor a 
payroll got a Government contract for nearly 
7,000,000 sailor hats, 

Our Congress was very surprised (Jan. 17th, 
1955) when Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia offered 
arms to the Burma Government, a Soviet 
Satellite nation, with which to fight Thailand. 
What military arms we have sent to Tito is, of 
course, a military secret. But, since World War 
“Two, we have sent in dollars and cents—in addi- 
tion to our arms—nearly $800,000,000 or a total 
of over a billion dollars. 

This aid, sent to Tito at the instigation of our 
Central Intelligence Agency, sounds harmless 
enough— except that the United States happens 
to be backing Thailand in her fight against 
Burma. In other words, you and I, the tax-payers 
«of the United States, are financing both sides of 
this war between Thailand and Burma. Is that 


type of squandering of our tax money for the- 


defense of the United States? 
A man named “Offie” an official testifying 
before General Mark Clark’s committee investi- 
gating the Central Intelligence Agency—said the 
€.I.A. had put a lot of our tax money: into a 
Political machine of the garment workers (David 
Dubinsky) in European. politics. 
Besides financing both sides of the Burma- 
‘Thailand fight, and putting the Federal Govern- 
ment into the European Garment Workers Labor 
Organization, we have, thru your taxes and mine, 
put the Federal Government (according to the 
report of a House Committee on Government 
operations) into the rope manufacturing business. 
And try to realize how many less men would 
be drafted if those who are already drafted were 
free to do the job for which they were drafted— 
the defense of our country. 
But instead they are working for the Federal 
Government (in competition with private busi- 
ness) in the tug and barge operating business, 
alcholic beverages, scrap iron and steel, box 
making, metal heat treating, printing, warehouse- 
ing, power facilities, tire recapping, 
manufacturing, and saw. mills. 
Government is in the coffee grinding business, 
and now owns and operates 162 ice-cream 
factories, ‘all under the guise—or disguise—of 
defense. 
The personal Federal Income Tax for 1954, 
the last figures given by the Treasury, was 33 
billions of dollars. The Federal Government that 
same year lost in business competition with 
private enterprise, 34 billions of dollars. So, 
every last dollar of money we worked and 
sweated and sent to the Federal Government for 
that year went down the drain. 

For seven and a half years, we have been 
sending one million dollars a month, plus 50 
million we sent in March, 1956—that is 140 
millions of dollars to the King of Cambodia for 
him and his 32 wives. And nobody is going to 
tell me that is for defense of the United States. 

WASHINGTON POST April 21, 1956, UP— 
The Navy’s. $265-million investment in the 
original F3H “Demon” fighter plane must be 
written off as a “total loss,” the Senate Prepared- 
ness sub-Committee said yesterday. Eight of the 
planes were wrecked, 14 of the airframes have 
engines but cannot be used for regular flights, 
and 38 will never fly at all the report said. Four 
pilots were killed. : 

The sub-Committee said the Navy claims to 
have learned a lesson from this incident. 

Let the 265 millions go: down the drain. But 
four lives were lost. And the sub-Committee calls 
it an “incident.” “Tain’t. funny, Maghee,” but it 
shows just how cheap life can be under the 16th 
Amendment. 


These are a few, only a few, of the thousands 


upon thousands of such cases that are prevalent 
today and will continue to be, so long as we, 
you and I, through our tax money continue to 
pour these billions upen billions of dollars into 
the Federal Coffers. 


HOOVER REPORT 


But the Hoover Report paints the picture far 
better than IL Former President Hoover, as you 
know, was appointed by the President of the 
United States to form a non-partisan. commission 
made up of the finest Democrats and Republi- 
cans in our country. The sole objective of this 
Hoover Commission was to uncover unnecessary 
waste of the taxpayers’ money in the Federal 
Government. Their report was finished and 
given to the Federal Government in June, 1955.

WASHINGTON, June 13, 1955 — AP — The 
Hoover Commission said the Government has 
accumulated working space for paper work 
equal to 1,250 Empire State Buildings. 

Land in the United States owned by the 
Federal Government.is one-fourth of all the 48 
states. (The Federal Government owns 46 and 
one half per cent of California—44 per cent of 
Arizona—85 per cent of Nevada—and this land 
has been gotten mainly thru purchase since 1913. 
In other words, the Federal Government has 
bought your land from you with your money). 

This situation, the Hoover report said, has 
resulted in a pile-up of un-needed property. as one 
agency bought without knowing what another 
already had. It said, “great recoveries of invested 
capital could be made for the Federal Govern- 
ment and the taxpayer by selling this surplus 
real estate back to the private citizen.” - 

Incidently, should anyone ask how the 
National Debt could be paid, why not suggest 
that the Federal Government sell this land back 
to the private citizen. What would you pay for 
46 and one half per cent. of California? , 

“Some 8,000,000 passengers were carried in 
Dept. of Defense aircraft during the fiscal year 
ending last June 30th—of whom 4,800,000 or 
more than half were hitch-hikers.” 

May 15,1955 — AP — The Hoover Commission 
called on the government to shut down nearly 
3,000 plants, stores, repair shops and other enter- 
prises ranging from ice-cream factoriés to ship- 
ping and airplanes which compete with private 
enterprises. These could be wiped out, curtailed 
or sold. to industry “without injury to our 
national defense or any essential government 
function.” The report added: “Among other 
benefits many thousands of uniformed men 
would be freed to perform their real function— 
the defense of our country.” 

Hoover said the Federal Government could 
balance its budget overnight, Senator Harry Byrd 
of Virginia said the same thing. 

And we find there are hamburgers in storage 
for the entire Navy for 60 years. The Hoover 
Commission told Congress the Government is 
wasting $155,000,000,000. by piling up “mountain- 
ous” supplies of un-needed goods and then selling 
them as surplus at a fraction of the cost. Who 
buys this surplus for nearly nothing? 155 billions 
of dollars is more than half of our National 
Debt. 

And now that the Hoover Report has been 
made, what is it doing, gathering dust in the 
pigeon-holes of the Federal Government?

Legitimate federal expenses could be handled 
thru sales and excise taxes, The great sprawling 
Federal bureaus dissolved and the grafters and 
do-geoders would promptly fade away: The 
individual citizen would be far better off, and 
the States would automatically be forced to 
find themselves better government, There would 
be vast improvements in all categories. ; 

Only the repeal of the Federal:Income Tax 
(the 16th Amendment). will bring: back to “our 
Congressmen in Washington, our Gaverners, 
State Senators and Assemblymen, to you and. me 
as individuals, the dignity, honor and liberty 
bestowed on us by our founding fathers in our 
original Constitution.

Communist Progress In Hawaii!

Here in the ‘Paradise of the Pacific” the 
Réd flag of international Communism is rep- 
wesented in practically every aspect of life. 
iF labor, politics, business, and the press, 
kifown agents of International Communism 
are active. In no other place, which flies the 
Sfars and Stripes, has Communism made 
ie advance which it has in Hawaii. The 
Réds exert increasing strength in the pol- 
itteal field and, by virtue of this, they have 
established considerable power in the local 
gZavernment — power which is growing by 
tie year. By means of a cleverly concealed, 
well executed, and well financed propaganda 
program, they continuously exploit and in- 
tensify racial hatred, magnify social ten- 
gions, and undermine respect for the Ameri- 
gan government. 

The most powerful civilian in Hawaii is 
mot Governor Samuel Wilder King, but Jack 
‘Wayne Hall, regional director of the Com- 
munist dominated ILWU, convicted 33 
months ago, with six other Communist 
Iéaders, of conspiracy to teach and advocate 
the overthrow of the United States Govern- 
ment by force and violence. He and his six 
fellow conspirators are still free on bail 
pending hearing of their first appeal which 
h@s been set for July 2nd, 1956. Hall’s 
EEWU followers number 23,192 members in 
the Territory, according to the latest count. 

Organization of the Communist move- 
ment in Hawaii began in earnest in 1936. 
‘At that time, there were slightly more than 
66 Communists in the islands — most of 
them among the waterfront and maritime 
workers. Harry Kamoku organized the 
“Travellers Club” which was soon to be- 
geome the nucleus of the Communist Party 
of Hawaii. In 1938, Jack Denichi Kimoto 
was appointed chairman of the Communist 
Barty of Hawaii and returned from Los 
‘Angeles where he had formally joined the 
Barty in 1931. Kimoto is one of the “Hawaii 
Seven.” 

Harry Bridges, head of the International 
Bongshormen’s and Warehousemens Union 
gent Jack Hall to Hawaii for the dual pur- 
pose of organizing the ILWU and the Com- 
munist Party — according to sworn testi- 
mony of Louis Budenz. Hall arrived in 
Honolulu in 1935 and immediately began 
agitational propaganda work on “The Voice 
of Labor.” He became regional leader of the 
ILWU in 1938 and attended the Red Cali- 
fernia Labor School in 1939. 

Beginning in 1936, all Communist ac- 
tivity in Hawaii was under the jurisdiction 
of District 13 headquarters in San Fran- 
sisco. This arrangement still exists today. 
Following the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor, couriers from District 13 head- 
quarters ordered the disbandment of the 
Party in Hawaii but by 1942 the Party 
Began to operate underground. By July, 
3945, the Communist Party of Hawaii once 
again became more openly active. 

In 1946, Kimoto still was head of the 
Party. Jack Hall had 33,000 followers in the 
ELWU and the most promising of these 
were sent to the Communist California 
Babor School for advanced training. By 
3947, the Party had 15 branches (or cells) 
im the Islands; 11 of these were on Oahu. 
Bue to the increased strength, the Reds 
sought to establish an open Party. After a 
Bitter dispute within Party ranks, District 
33 CP-USA intervened and decided upon the 
mergence into the open. Charles Fujimoto 
was appointed Party Chairman for Hawaii. 

The same year saw the establishment 
of the “Honolulu Record,” the present Com- 
munist paper in Hawaii. Edited by Koji 
Ariyoshi and assisted by Jack Denichi Ki- 
moto, that paper is still going strong. It has 
béen officially described as the “mouthpiece 
of the Communist Party.” Yearly, right up 
‘te the present, $250,000 have been spent for 
ropaganda purposes in the Territory. 

Today in Hawaii, the Communists are 
still firmly entrenched. They control both 
the ILWU and the’ UPW with combined 
membership of those unions numbering in 


excess of 25,000 members. 150 individuals 
in the Islands have been identified under 
oath as Communists. 100 of these Reds are 
members. of, the ILWU — 40 of which are 
graduates of the Red California Labor 
School. 

Communist propaganda is still extremely 
powerful. Besides the “Honolulu Record,” 
which is also translated into Llocano (a 
Filipino dialect), the Communists have three 
radio. broadcasts daily sponsored by the 
ILWU. These broadcasts are originated by 
Robert McElrath, an identified Communist 
and graduate of the California Labor School, 
and are broadcast in English, Japanese, and 
Ilocano. These programs strictly follow the 
Party line. The ILWU also disseminates two 
pro-Communist union papers to its members. 

In politics, the Communists have cap- 
tured the local Democratic Party for all 
practical purposes. They first took over pre- 
cinct organizations, and then succeeded in 
electing known Communists or Communist 
sympathizers as key officers in 80% of the 
Democratic precincts on the Island of Oahu. 
Known Communists keep sharp surveillance 
in Iolani Palace (Hawaii’s capitol building) 
and have local politics completely under 
their influence. If popular elections for Gov- 
ernor were held (at present he is appoint- 
ed), Jack Hall — the convicted Communist 
— would undoubtedly be elected. 

The present legislature has practically 
forced the Territorial Commission on Sub- 
versive Activities out of business by slash- 
ing its funds from a requested $50,000 to a 
mere $20,000 which is forcing it to discard 
most of its personnel. Harry Bridges, Louis 
Goldblatt, and Jack Hall are idolized by 
many local politicians just as the natives 
used to idolize their pagan gods a hundred 
years ago. Every member of the Kauai 
County Board of Supervisors recently in- 
serted paid congratulatory ads in the Com- 
munist “Honolulu Record.” 

The Territorial Commission on Subver- 
sive Activities has defined the aims of Com- 
munism in Hawaii as follows: 

‘ (1) To maintain control of decisive sec- 
tions of organized labor. 

(2) To create a social and political cli- 
mate favorable to the Communists in their 
ultimate aim of controlling government. 

(3) In furtherance of point two, to 
create and increase social tensions by ex- 
ploiting and intensifying racial frictions, 
undermining respect for authority of estab- 
lished government institutions, and agitat- 
ing class struggle. 

No one in Hawaii can deny how close 
the Communists are in achieving all three 
of those aims. ; 

The Communists also have made con- 
siderable progress in creating tense feelings 
between service personnel and local inhab- 
itants. Recently, two servicemen have been 
killed by local hoodlums. The two individ- 
uals responsible for the actual deaths were 
given two and three year sentences, re- 
spectively, by a local judge. Assault cases 
upon servicemen by local gangs are reported 
practically daily in the press. Needless to 
say, the Communists protect every local 
hoodlum and condemn the armed services, 
which brings up another point. 

As you are well aware, the Commanding 
General of the Far East Command is none 
other than General Lyman L. Lemnitzer 
who has been promoted in sky-rocket se- 
quence since he sabotaged aid to the South 
Korean Republic in 1949 (see Williams 
“Know Your Enemy”). There is a report 
circulating that the United States Army of 
the Pacific (Hawaiian Command) may be 
combined with the Far East command and 
placed under Lemnitzer. If this occurs, the 
Communists will be aided all the more. 

Among military circles here in Hawaii, 
there are two sacred cows above criticism 
when it comes to @iscussing past blunders and 
appeasements with the Communists, and 
those sacred cows are General George C. 
Marshall (who refused to arm 39 Nation- 


alist divisions at the heighth of the Chinese’ 
Civil War) -and Lemnitzer, The military , 


frowns on anything resembling ‘an ~“ahti- 
Communist feeling as “controversial.” “One 
would think that certain members -of. the 
Pacific brass are considerably out .of place. 
Instead of being in a position of trust, -cer- 
tain of these individuals should be licking 
the boots of Baruch or lobbying for’ the 
Reds in the UN. 

It appears that Lemnitzer is repeating 
his past actions (military sabotage) all 
over again by his drastic reductions of 
American forces from Korea and Japan. 
Indications point to an abandonment of 
Korea and of Japan in the not too distant 
future (Owen Lattimore must be back in 
circulation). Soviet strength has increased 
in the same ratio that American strength 
has decreased in the Far East. Leminitzer 
is bound to be the next Chief of Staff, ac- 
cording to informed circles in Hawaii. The 
old pro-Red spirit of Owen Lattimore is 
amazingly alive here in Hawaii among high 
military personnel who should know better. 
Another Pearl Harbor attack is highly. like- 
ly due to the complacency of certain leaders 
here in the Pacific. 

As one of your readers, I am simply 
passing on these observations to point out 
the growth of Communist subversion and 
penetration in the Pacific from within our 
own territory. Every American should real- 
ize the advarices being made by the Marxists 
in this quarter.
